3. LAKHWINDER GAVE HIS HOME ADDRESS AS BABA BAKLA 
DISTRICT AMRISTAN, PUNJAB INDIA, AND STATED THAT ON OR 
ABOUT NOVEMBER 14, 1974, HE MISSED HIS SHIP WHICH 
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DEPARTED FROM THE PORT OF HOUSTON. 
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4. LAKHWINDER PRODUCED A RECEIPT FROM WESTERN UNION 
TELEGRAM WHICH INDICATED THAT HE HAD SENT A TELEGRAM TO 
HIS FATHER, CHARAN SINGH BHULLAR, 68 QUARTER NO, 428 

5. P.N.P.O., CHITTARANIAN, BURDWAN, INDIA, REQUESTING 
HIS FATHER SEND HIM 12,000 RUPEES (APPROXIMATELY 1,000 
DOLS U.S.), SO LAKHWINDER COULD RETURN TO INDIA AND 

REIOIN HIS SHIP. LAKHWINDER, WHO SPEAKS BROKEN 
ENGLISH, STATED HE USED LANGUAGE IN REFERENCED 
TELETYPE INTERCEPTED BY CONGEN CALCUTTA, INDIA, TO 
IMPRESS UPON HIS FATHER HIS DIRE NEED FOR MONEY TO 
RETURN TO INDIA. 

5. LAKHWINDER PRODUCED WESTERN UNION TELEGRAM HE 
RECEIVED NOV. 28, 1974, WHICH APPARENTLY HAD BEEN SENT 
BY CONGEN, CALCUTTA, INDIA, IN EFFORT TO IDENTIFY 
ORIGINAL SENDER, WHICH READ "RECEIVED MESSAGE, VERIFY 
NAME, LOCATION. SIGNED BHULLAR." LAKHWINDER WAS 
ADVISED THAT HIS ORIGINAL WESTERN UNION TELEGRAM 
APPARENTLY DID NOT REACH HIS FATHER, AND THAT IF HE 
SENDS ANOTHER TELEGRAM TO FATHER IN EFFORT TO OBTAIN 
MONEY, HE WOULD NOT USE INFLAMMATORY LANGUAGE.
